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Triduum to celebrate paschal mystery

Liturgies throughout the diocese will 
celebrate the paschal mystery of Christ’s 
passage through death to risen life during 
the Easter Triduum, which lasts from 
Holy Thursday evening, March 23 to 
Easter, March 26. 

Although the Triduum is rooted in the 
passion, death and resurrection of Jesus, 
liturgies during these three days celebrate 
the mystery ‘‘of Christ who is alive in the 
world today,’’ according to ‘““The New 
Dictionary of Theology.’’ 

The Gospel for the Holy Thursday 
liturgy, which describes Jesus washing the 
feet of his apostles, symbolizes the service 
Christians are called to give one another. 

The Good Friday liturgy does not 
convey a sense of sadness, the dictionary 
states. It is a “‘restrained but definitely 
Joyful celebration of Christ’s victorious 
death on the cross. 

“The passion narrative of St. John 
stresses the kingship of Christ who reigns 
from the cross, a throne of glory. By 
venerating the cross, the ‘‘church 
expresses its belief in the cross as its 
means of salvation.’’ 

The practice of not celebrating Mass 
during the Good Friday liturgy dates back 


. to the early church which joined in the 


two-day fast of catechumens preparing for 
baptism. 

It would have been inappropriate to 
receive the Eucharist, a celebraton of joy, 
during this time of penance, according to 
Isabel Dion, diocesan consultant for 
sacramental catechesis. 

The Easter Triduum_ liturgies 
culminate in the Saturday Easter Vigil 
when catechumens will enact the paschal 
mystery in their lives by their reception 
into the church, Dion related. 

During the vigil more than 100 
catechumens throughout the diocese, 
participating in the Rite of Christian 
Initiation of Adults (RCIA), will 
celebrate the sacraments of Baptism, 
Confirmation and the Eucharist, she said. 

Immersion into the baptismal waters 
signifies the candidates’ commitment to 
die to sin; emerging from the water 
represents their rising with Christ, Dion 


explained. 

About 200 other RCIA participants, 
previously baptized, will be received into 
the church by making their profession of 
faith, she said. 

Baptism by immersion during the 
Easter Vigil at St. Mary Church, 
Escondido, is a powerful image of ‘‘our 
death and rising with Jesus,’’ said Deacon 
Tom Maher of the parish. 

This year two catechumens, wearing 
waterproof brown robes, will be

immersed in a _ tub-like receptacle 
containing two feet of water, he said. 


They will then be clothed with white 


robes, symbolizing their new life, for the 
reception of the sacraments of 
Confirmation and the Eucharist, Deacon 
Maher said. 

Eight catechumens at the recently built 
Good Shepherd Church will be the first 
RCIA candidates to be baptized in the 
large baptismal font, said Sister Helen 
Bay, FDC, parish RCIA director.

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Need exists for 
death penalty 


I have been following in the Southern Cross the debate 
on capital punishment and most recently the article in 
the issue of March 2. I believe that two issues must be 
discussed when dealing with capital punishment; they 
are free will and responsibility and the distinction 
between responsibilities of an individual Christian and 
that of the state. 

Those who argue against capital punishment often 
times cite a criminal’s past environment, Robert Harris 
for example, as a rationale for excusing the death 
penalty. Understanding a criminal’s past helps in 
knowing why he did what he did, and it may help in the 
forgiveness process, but it does not lessen the wrongness 
of the action. : 

The essence of human dignity comes from using our 
free will. Plants and animals react to their environment 
but humans can analyze and think about it before they 


act. And even in this society where rules and standards 
are less certain it still is clear that murder is wrong! 

If the bishops believe life is sacred, how does a society 
demonstrate that unless it says there are circumstances 
that killing another means the forfeiture of one’s own 
life? 

Secondly, the responsibility of an individual Christian 
to forgive others when he is wronged is clearly taught in 
Scripture. However, let us not confuse this individual 
responsibility with the state’s obligation not only to see 
the rights and dignity of a criminal protected but also the 
rights and dignity of the murdered and their family 
protected. The state is obligated to see that justice is 
done on both sides. 

Unfortunately, we live in an imperfect world where 
there are people who commit serial murders, mutilation 
murders and cold-blooded murders. These actions by 
people make a place for capital punishment in today’s 
world. 

The mark of a civilized society would be where the 
citizens and moral teachers work to perfect our justice 
system so standards and rules are clearly defined, and all 
the facts can be brought out and judged in a fair and 
unbiased manner.

St. Joseph, great role model 


On March 18 we will be celebrating the feast day of St. 
Joseph, husband of Mary. Because I see him as a perfect 
role model, I have a question to pose about our beloved 
saint, which is this: How old was St. Joseph? 

He is often depicted as an old man, even a grandfather 
type, and sometimes as.middle-aged. However, recent 
writings tell us that St. Joseph was probably a young man. 

For instance, the 1972 National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ pastoral, entitled ‘‘Behold Your Mother,”’ states 
that according to the customs of the times St. Joseph was 
probably 18 at the time of his betrothal to Mary. 

That opinion is reinforced by the late Archbishop 
Fulton J. Sheen in his book ‘‘The World’s First Love,’’ as 
well as by Francis J. Filas, SJ, inhislengthy book ‘‘Joseph: 
The Man Closest to Jesus.’”’ The authors drew their 
conclusions from logic and the customs of the time. 

Artists in centuries past apparently considered old age a 
better protector of virginity than adolescence, and 
somehow this notion was accepted in the church. 
Archbishop Sheen disputed this when he wrote that St. 
Joseph was probably ‘‘a young man, strong, virile, 
handsome, chaste.and disciplined.’’ 

The archbishop likened this image of St. Joseph to the 
kind of man sometimes seen herding sheep, piloting a 
plane, or working at a carpenter’s bench — a man in love 
but with energy kept in chains for God’s sake and for his 
holy purposes. 

So does this description of St. Joseph make him a great 
role model for our day, or what?

This Easter season findsethe Catholic churches in the 
Soviet Union, along with all Christians there, much 
freer than they have been for decades — certainly since 
the Stalinist era, and probably since the Communist 
Party took power in 1918. 


One of the most important changes the Gorbachev 
government has made is a major shift in policy toward 
religion. Although some reports of this change have 
appeared in our newspapers and on television, the 
impact of these changes on our fellow believers in the 
Soviet Union is much greater than many Americans 
realize. 


Three recent events involving Soviet Catholics 
indicate how rapidly the situation is changing: 

e The cathedral in Vilnius, capitol city of 
Lithuania, was rededicated on February 5 after having 
been used as an art gallery and concert hall for the past 
38 years. Lithuania is a predominantly Catholic nation 
bordering on Poland which was forcibly incorporated 
into the Soviet Union by Stalin. 


e A large shipment of Bibles reached the Catholic 
seminary in Riga on February 16. Located just north 
of Lithuania, Riga is the capitol of Latvia and the seat 


- of the Roman Catholic diocese which now includes the 


entire Soviet Union except for Lithuania. The Riga 
seminary has about 75 priests in training from all parts 
of the U.S.S.R.

Safeguard marriage’s sanctity 


The New York Times recently ran an article entitled ‘“Gay 
Marriages: Make them Legal’’ (March 4). The author of 
the article made several points: 

@ Marriage is ‘‘one of the basic civil rights of man,”’ 
as declared by the Supreme Court in 1967. The court 
declared that the freedom to marry is “‘essential to the 
orderly pursuit of happiness.’’ 

® Marriage triggers a universe of rights, privileges 
and presumptions. A married person, e.g., can share in 
a spouse’s estate; she is typically entitled to the group 
insurance and pension programs offered by the spouse’s 
employer; she enjoys tax advantages; she cannot be 
compelled to testify against her spouse in legal 
proceedings. 

e While marriage has historically required a male 
partner and a female partner, history alone cannot 
sanctify injustice: ‘‘If tradition were the only measure, 


_ Most states would still limit matrimony to partners of the 


same race’’ (miscegenation). 

e Those who argue against reforming marriage 
statutes because they believe that same-sex marriage 
would be ‘‘anti-family’’ overlook the obvious: 
““...(M)arriage creates families and promotes social 
stability. In an increasingly loveless world, those who 
wish to commit themselves to a relationship founded 
upon devotion should be encouraged, not scorned.”’ 


© Marriage is not fundamentally a procreative unit.

Otherwise, . States would forbid marriage between 
those who, by reason of age or infertility, cannot have 
children, as well as those who elect not to.”’ ; 

© At present, all 50 states deny persons of the same 
sex to marry legally. 

In some ways, although with various nuances, these 
points find certain kinds of articulation in a growing 


attitude across this country to redefine the family unit: 


e.g., domestic partnerships. Such designations intend and 
hope to give official recognition to ‘‘the family units of 
non-married couples.’’ These concerns raise serious 
moral issues because they de facto equate “‘living together’”’ 
with “‘marriage.’’ 

‘Habits of the Heart’’ (Bellah, Madsen, Sullivan, 
Swindler, and Tipton, 1985) raised the caution that a 
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Christians, but this shipment was made with official 
permission. 

e In December Mother Teresa received permission 
to establish two communities in the Soviet Union, one 
in Moscow and another in Yerevan, the capital of 
Armenia. There are now eight Missionaries of Charity 
serving in the U.S.S.R., caring for children in state 
hospitals. 

Two 
European priests have been allowed to join them as 
chaplains. Although initial government permission 
lasts for only six months, most observers believe it will 
become permanent unless major problems arise. 

The thorniest problem of all still remains — the 
suppression of the Ukrainian Catholic Church — but 
even here there are signs of hope. After decades of 
silence, discussions are finally underway between the 
Russian Orthodox Church and the Vatican. 

How do we explain these sudden changes, which not 
even the most optimistic experts had predicted? 

Probably the only honest thing to say is that we 
really can’t explain what’s happening in Russia these 
days, other than to say it appears to be an answer to 
prayer — a miracle. 


personalist view was beginning to take strong hold in 
this country and, in some ways, has been carried beyond 
certain limits. 

Marriage, e.g., maintain the authors of ‘‘Habits of 
the Heart,”’ is being relegated to the private sphere. In 
other words, the family is not seen as an integral part of 
a larger moral complex which ties an individual to 
community, church and nation. 

An overly personalist view defines family as a 
“‘private sphere,’’ whose aim is not to link individuals to 
the public world and to disassociate it from community 
and the church. Marriage comes then to simply mean 
self-fulfillment and interpersonal relationship. Such 
notions as these pose a great challenge to the church’s 
teaching on marriage and the family. 

In 1965, Vatican II’s Decree on the Laity emphasized 
the centrality of the family: ‘The apostolate of married 
persons and of families is of unique importance for the 
church and civil society.’’ (n.11) 

Most recently, Pope John Paul II has stated in his 
exhortation ‘‘Christifideles Laici’? (Jan. 30, 1988): 
‘*The family is the basic cell of society. It is the cradle of 
life and love. ... Therefore, a primary concern is 
reserved for this community ... the family can and must 


require from all, beginning with public authority, the 


respect for those rights which, in saving the family, will 
save society itself. ...’’ 

This teaching, as well as all church teaching 
previously regarding marriage and the family, asserts 
clearly that the path to the future passes through the 
family. 

It is of utmost importance, then, to safeguard the 
centrality and sacredness of marriage and family and not 
support positions which create ‘‘units’’ that suggest 
equality with marriage/family.

VATICAN CITY — At a four-day 
meeting which participants often 
described as friendly, 35 U.S. bishops 
and 25 Vatican officials pulled no 
punches in airing their disagreements 
about American church life. 

Under the eye of Pope John Paul II, 
U.S. church leaders counterpunched 
effectively when challenged. They also 
took the fight to the Vatican officials, 
stressing from the start the difficulties of 
keeping religion alive and healthy in a 
culture often hostile to religion and in a 
climate in which lay Catholics are used to 
questioning their faith. 

But at the end of the March 8-11 
meeting, there were no winners and losers 
as the debates came to no conclusions. 
Nor were any decisions made about 
American church life. 

The meeting will influence American 
Catholicism, but ‘‘I don’t think this was a 
great turning mornent’’ for the church in 
the United States, said Cardinal Bernard 
F. Law of Boston. 

In a rarity for the Vatican, the March 
8-11 disputes were played out in the open, 
as the U.S. delegation had wanted. 

Pressure by the American bishops 
convinced the Vatican to publish the full 
speeches after an initial Vatican decision 
to allow only summaries to be made 
available. Regular press briefings also 
gave running accounts of the floor debate 
during the closed-door sessions. 

Theme of the meeting was 
‘“‘Evangelization in the Context of the 
Culture and Society of the United States 
with Particular Emphasis on the Role of 
the Bishop as Teacher of the Faith.”’ 

Much of the talks and debate revolved 
around how to evangelize in a diverse 
U.S. society marked by secularism, 
pluralism and relativism regarding 
values. But they also revealed serious 
disagreements over evaluations of U.S. 
culture and specific U.S. church

Many Vatican officials put the stress on 
the negatives in U.S. society which the 
church must overcome. 

Many American bishops, while 
acknowledging the negatives, stressed 
that the church has prospered and, 
because of democratic principles such as 
freedom of expression and_ religion, 
become an influence in national life. 

Vatican officials stressed that bishops 
must be authoritative teachers of religious 
truth, while the U.S. bishops’ conference 
president, Archbishop John L. May of St. 
Louis, noted that many Americans

In a democratic society, U.S. bishops 
cannot expect ‘‘Catholics to limit their 
activities to paying and praying only,”’ 
said Archbishop Patrick F. Flores of San 
Antonio, Texas. 

“It would be helpful for the Holy See to 
recognize that frequently when American 
bishops are perceived as questioning the 
authority of the Holy See, what they are 
really doing is trying to make things 
‘work’ in our culture,’’* said Cardinal 
John J. O’Connor of New York. p 

One of the sharpest debates involved 
marriage annulments granted by U.S. 
church tribunals. Strong Vatican 


criticism of the high number drew equally 
strong defense, and a countercriticism 
that the Vatican numbers were 
inadequate to understand the full picture. 
U.S. bishops should be more 
“vigilant”? because the high number of 
annulments call into question the validity 
of tribunal procedures, said Cardinal 
Achille Silvestrini, head of the Apostolic 
Signature, the church’s highest court. 


The cardinal cited 1985 figures 
showing that 36,180 of the 45,632 
annulments granted worldwide were 


decisions of U.S. tribunals. 

He was quickly challenged by Cardinal 
Edmund C. Szoka of Detroit and 
Archbishop Roger M. Mahony of Los 
Angeles. Archbishop Mahony said a 
clearer picture must take into account the 
number of annulment cases tribunals 
refuse to hear because of lack of grounds. 

The Los Angeles Archdiocese, with 5 
million Catholics, granted 1,000 
annulments in 1985, but refused to hear 
13,000 cases, he said. 

Cardinal Szoka said the Vatican’s 
concern’ was more with numbers than 
with procedures and invited the Vatican 
official to visit his tribunals for a firsthand 
look. 

Differences also emerged at a closing — 
news conference over the motivations 
behind the desire of many women to 
become priests. 

There is ‘‘a suspicion that this desire is 
fed more by a search for power than 
service,’’ said Cardinal Antonio 
Innocenti, head of the Vatican 
Congregation for Clergy. 

“I think it’s very difficult to read 
people’s motivations,’’ said Cardinal 
Law. For many women ‘“‘the drive can be 
service.”” 

Letting such give-and-take become 
public was unusual for the Vatican. At 
the only other meeting of its type, in 1986 
with a delegation from the Brazilian 
hierarchy, there were no news 
conferences, briefings or release of 
speeches except for those of the pope.

VATICAN CITY — Newly appointed 
seminary rectors and professors, deacons 
and pastors must take an oath of fidelity 
as well as recite a revised profession of 
faith, the Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith has announced. 

The new oath in part promises 
‘‘communion with the Catholic Church’’ 
in words and deed and the avoidance of 
‘‘those teachings contrary to the deposit 
of the faith.”’ 

Along with the oath, the doctrinal

Father Betti, a consultor to. the 
doctrinal congregation, said this public 
commitment explains why the church 
takes certain actions, such as removing 
the teaching faculties of some theologians 
it decides have strayed from their 
commitment. 

Removal of the faculties “‘is not an 
oppressive measure, but simply the 
verification that one has not remained 
faithful to the commitment which one 
assumed to teach in the name of the 
church,’’ he said: 

Because bishops and cardinals already 
have their own oaths of fidelity, the new 
oath directly affects those officials who 
must make a profession of faith when they 
first begin their terms of office according 
to canon law. : 

These include pastors, seminary 
rectors, professors of theology and 
deacons, 
rectors of ecclesiastical or Catholic 
universities, university teachers “‘who 
teach disciplines which deal with faith or 
morals’? and superiors in_ religious 
institutes. 

The six-sentence oath promises to 
undertake one’s office ‘‘with great 
diligence and fidelity,’’ to “‘preserve the 
whole deposit of the faith,’’ to ‘‘pass it on 
and explain it faithfully,’’ and to avoid 
contrary teachings. 

The oath declares one’s willingness to 
“follow the discipline common to the 
church’’ and to obey canon law. 

It also commits the oath-taker to

things’’ which the teachers and leaders of 
the church state and to assist diocesan

ALCALA PARK — Coretta Scott 
King’s proposals to combat 
addressed to University of San Diego 
students and staff March 8, parallel some 
points in the recently issued Vatican 
document, ‘‘The-Church and Racism: 
Toward a More Fraternal Society.”’ 

King’s talk to a crowd that packed 
Camino Theatre was sponsored by 
USD’s Associated Students, Social Issues 
Committee and Women’s Program. 

The widow of slain civil rights leader 
Martin Luther -King Jr. urged the 
students to vote, lobby legislators, ‘‘speak 
out against bigoted remarks’’ and 
volunteer their time to help victims of 
« discrimination and violence. 

The Vatican document on racism, 
prepared by the Pontifical Justice and 
Peace Commission and issued Feb. 10, 
states: “‘Acts of discrimination among 
persons... must be denounced ... in order 
to promote equitable behavior, legislative 
dispositions and social structures.’’ 

King said that contact among people of 
different races offers mutual enrichment 
and is the most effective way to improve 
race relations. To this end, ‘‘I hope the 
University of San Diego will become a 


national leader’’ in providing 
scholarships for minority students,’’ she 
said. 


According to the Vatican document on 
racism, ‘‘the school provides the occasion 
for the children of immigrants to mix with 
the children of the receiving country ... to 
help both groups to know one another 
better and prepare a more harmonious 
coexistence.”’ 

Since 1984, minority students have 
comprised between 10 and 13 percent of 
USD’s some 5,900 students, according to 
John Nunes, director of USD’s News 


Bureau. ; 
In order to make the student body 
more diverse ethnically, USD will 


earmark up to $12 million of its $47.5 
capital campaign goal for scholarships 
and other financial programs, Nunes 


said. 
King also called for tenured 
professorships and administrative 


positions for blacks in universities to help 
prepare white students “‘to live in a global 
community.’ 

About eight percent of USD’s faculty 
and administrators are minorities, 


including six blacks, Nunes said. 

King said that racial conflict existing in 
some schools and among some ‘‘young 
intelligent people in higher’ education”’ 
can be combatted by attendance at school-

seminars dealing with racial prejudice. 

USD’s Social Issues Committee, 
composed of administrators, faculty and 
Associated Student representatives, 
sponsors up to 24 such ‘sessions a year, 
aiming ‘to. raise awareness of social 
issues, including racism,’’ Nunes 
explained.

In 1955 there were fewer than 100 
black elected officials in the United 
States, as opposed to 7,000 today, she 
said.

The county also mirrors national 
unemployment figures for blacks, said 
state Employment Development 
Department spokesman Jack Nowell, 
citing 1980 census figures. 

In her talk King said unemployed 
blacks outnumber their white 
counterparts 2-1. 

She described her husband’s 
nonviolent resistance to the ‘“‘host of 
indignities and humiliations’’ suffered by 
blacks before passage of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964. 

King said she walked four miles to an 
elementary school in Alabama while 
white pupils rode buses. 

Living in ‘“‘segregated communities 
with few city services,’’ blacks were 
denied employment opportunities, decent 
wages, voting rights and justice in the 
courts, she explained. 
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bs C.S. King urges USD to combat racism 


Blacks were also denied entrance to 
restaurants, parks and hotels used by 
whites and could occupy only a ‘’few seats 
reserved for us in the back of buses,’’ 
King said. 

Local blacks recalled similar scenes in 
San Diego before 1964. 

Miller said in the 1950s and early ’60s 
blacks could not get jobs in the professions 
or skilled trades and could not stay in 
hotels or be served in restaurants. 

Audrey Chung, former Diocesan 
Pastoral Council chairperson and 
parishioner of St. Rita Church, San 
Diego, said a lunch counter in a 
downtown dime store and a cafeteria were 
the only places that served blacks in the 
1950s. She remembers being refused 
service by a white dentist in the 1940s. 

Ruth Hatcher of Christ the King 
Church recalled applying for a job as 
ticket clerk in a local theater and being 
told she was not qualified. ‘‘There were 
no blacks in those positions,’’ she said. 

These respondents agree with Coretta 
King who told USD students that racism 
has not been erased in the nation. 

“Racism is alive, well and flourishing 
in San Diego,’’ which reflects a 
“‘worldwide attitude of white 
superiority,’’ Hatcher said. She noted 
recent distribution of Ku Klux Klan fliers 
at Patrick Henry High School, San 
Carlos; graffiti sprayed on the walls of 
Tifereth Israel synagogue, San Carlos; 
and a resurgence of local influential white 
supremacist groups. 

Chung said she feels racism is 
responsible for the Port Commission’s 
failure to name the new San Diego 
convention center after Martin Luther 
King. : 

The commission’s proposal to have 
King’s name first in the center’s terrace 
level “Avenue of Honors’’ is ‘‘Pablum 
for the baby to keep us quiet,’’ Chung 
said. 

Miller said the ‘‘perception exists in 
San Diego that ‘‘blacks are not qualified 
for the professions.”’ 

He hailed the Vatican document on 
racism, saying, “‘If it had come 10 years 
earlier, there would be more blacks in the 
Catholic Church.”’ 


Miller said he agrees with the 
document’s statement: ‘‘To overcome 
discrimination, a community must 


interiorize the values that inspire just laws 
and live out, in day-to-day: life, the 
conviction of the equal dignity of all.’’

Novelist to receive 
the Laetare Medal 


NOTRE DAME, Ind. — Novelist 
Walker Percy will receive the University of 
Notre Dame’s 1989 Laetare Medal, widely 
considered the most prestigious award 
given to American Catholics. 

Father Edward Malloy, CSC, president 
of the university, said ‘‘Walker Percy has 
written uniquely fascinating novels in 
which a_ sacramental 
encounters the enormity and strangeness 
of the human universe. 

The Laetare Medal is so named because 
its recipient is announced each year on 
Laetare Sunday, the fourth Sunday in Lent 
on the church calendar. Laetare is Latin for 
““rejoice.”’ 

The medal has been awarded annually 
by Notre Dame to a person ‘‘whose genius 
has ennobled the arts and sciences, 
illustrated the ideals of the church and 
enriched the heritage of humanity.”’ 


Vatican says movement 
has no canonical status 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Vatican 
Congregation for the Clergy has warned, in 
a letter to Bishop John May, president of 
the NCCB/USCC, that the movement 
called ‘‘The International Fatima Rosary 
Crusade’’ has no canonical status. 

The movement, conceived and spread 
by Canadian priest Father Nicholas 
Gruner, ‘‘should be considered as a 
personal and private initiative of this 
priest,’’ the statement read.

USCC publishes pope’s 
exhortation on laity 


WASHINGTON — The Office for 
Publishing and Promotion Services of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference has published 
Pope John Paul II’s apostolic exhortation 
on the mission and vocation of the laity. 

The exhortation is the pope’s follow-up 
to the 1987 world Synod of Bishops which 
focused on the laity. It calls for improved 
religious formation of Catholics, a greater 
role for women in the church anda stronger 
Christian witness in society. - 

The document is titled ‘‘Christifideles 
Laici: The Vocation and the Mission of the 
Lay Faithful in the Church and in the 
World.’’ Released by the Vatican Jan. 30, 
it was signed by the pope Dec. 30, the feast 
of the Holy Family.

Pope asks for end of 
Ethiopian civil war 

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II 
has asked for an end to the civil war in 
Ethiopia which has hindered international 
efforts to get relief supplies to victims of a 
prolonged drought-caused famine. 

“T pray that a solution will be worked out 
on the basis of a true and frank recognition 
of the rights of those involved, and that an 
early cessation of hostilities may-be brought 
about through mutual understanding,’’ he 
said. 

The pope called. the fighting between 
government troops and guerrilla 
independence movements in the northern 
regions of Eritrea and Tigre ‘‘the almost 
forgotten situation of armed conflict.’’ 


Vatican projects 
record-high deficit 


VATICAN CITY — The Vatican 
estimated that it will face a budget shortfall 
of $78.8 million for 1989, a record-high 
deficit that apparently will not be made up 


by worldwide Catholic giving. 

In a statement March 9, the Vatican 
said annual contributions to Peter’s 
Pence, the pope’s discretionary fund that 
is normally applied to the budget deficit, 
had increased 5 percent to about $53 
million in 1988. 

But even if Peter’s Pence increases at the 
same rate this year, the Vatican would face 
a $20 million gap for 1989, according to'the 
figures. The Vatican has warned that this 
would mean selling off properties and 
investments to raise the cash. 


The statement came after a meeting 


March 6-8 of the Council of Cardinals for 
the Study of the Organizational and 
Economic Questions of the Holy See. Pope 
John Paul II participated in the second day 
of the session, the statement said. 

The estimate foresaw 1988 expenses 
totaling $134 million, with income at about 
$56 million. Personnel costs account for 
about half of the expenses. 


Pepsi-Cola removes 
MTV commercial 
WASHINGTON — Pepsi-Cola has 


removed from the music video network 
MTV a new commercial featuring rock 
singer Madonna after MTV aired ‘‘Like 
a Prayer,’’ Madonna’s new video filled 
with sexual imagery and featuring the 
singer dancing in a church. ~ 

The video showed Madonna singing in a 
Gospel choir, caressing a religious figure 
and developing the ‘‘stigmata,’’ or bloody 
wounds resembling those of the crucified 
Christ. 

Carole Robinson, MTV director of 
program publicity, said March 6 that 
Pepsi, however, iscontinuing to place other 
ads on the network. 


National bishops’ panel 
studies world debt 


LOS ANGELES — The United States 
Catholic Conference Committee on 
International Policy has launched a study 
of problems related to the growing burden 
of debt carried by Third World developing 
countries, announced Los Angeles 
Archbishop Roger Mahony, who serves.as 
the committee’s chairman. 

“Third World debt is a worldwide 
problem of the greatest urgency, creating 


major social and economic dislocations in 
both developing and developed countries, 
the burden of which has fallen on the poor,”’ 
the archbishop stated. 

The purpose of the study is to: 

© Develop moral and policy criteria for 
USCC policy and activity on the Thir 
World debt question; 

e Encourage dialogue among 
individual Catholics involved in the 
question from differing perspectives; 

e Draw attention to, and increase 
understanding of, the moral and human 
dimensions of the debt question within the 
Catholic community and in the broader 


U.S. debate. 


Vatican unveils a 
major bank reform 


VATICAN CITY—The Vatican 
unveiled a major reform of the Vatican 
bank that is expected to lead to the 
departure of its current president, U.S. 
Archbishop Paul Marcinkus. 

The changes will introduce several levels 
of control over the bank’s operations, 
making it more directly accountable to an 
existing commission of five cardinals and a 
new council of five banking experts, the 
Vatican said in a statement March 9. 

Archbishop Marcinkus, who has headed 
the bank since 1970, said he would help 
implement the transition and then make a 
decision about his future. 


Asked if he would leave the bank, the ° 


archbishop told National Catholic News 
Service: ‘‘Not necessarily. But if there’s no 
more presidency of the kind I hold, why 
hang around?”’ 

The 67-year-old archbishop is in line to 
become head of the Pontifical Commission 
for the Vatican City-State. 

The new statutes foresee closer, 
continual supervision of the bank’s 
operations, something a number of 
churchmen have been calling for since 1988 
when the Vatican bank became involved in 
an Italian banking scandal. Known 
officially as the Institute for the Works of 
Religion, the bank serves primarily the 
Holy See and religious orders and 
organizations.

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Oath of fidelity 
affirms belief 
in doctrines

communion with the church.’”’ 

A person would take the oath with his or her hand on 
the Bible. 

Until 1967 all priests and church officials were required 
to take “‘the oath against modernism.’’ The 1910 oath 
was a strongly worded and long statement rejecting 
specific modernist errors and affirming specific Catholic 
teachings. 

Modernism was an early 20th-century Catholic 
intellectual movement which looked at church doctrine 
through new methods of historical criticism and 
evolutionary philosophy. It was condemned in 1907 by 
Pope Pius X. 

The anti-modernist oath was dropped in 1967 when a 
new profession of faith was drafted. 

The newly revised profession of faith retains a 
recitation of the Nicene Creed. In addition, three new 
sentences have been added which ‘‘make a triple 
distinction of doctrines proposed by the church,”’ said 
Father Betti. 

“With a firm faith I also believe all those things which 
are contained in the work of God, whether written or 
handed on, and those things which are to be believed as 
proposed by the church whether by a solemn judgment or 
by the ordinary and universal magisterium as divinely 
revealed,’’ the first of the additions says. 

Father Betti said an example of such a dogma would be 
papal infallibility or the Immaculate Conception. 

“I also firmly embrace and retain all and everything 
which is definitively proposed in doctrine either about 
faith or morals by the church,’’ the second states. 

Father Betti said it was his opinion that the encyclical 
““‘Humanae Vitae’? (Of Human Life), which condemns 
artificial birth control and abortion, would fall into this 
category. 

“In addition I adhere by religious assent of the will and 
intellect to the teachings which either the Roman pontiff 
or the college of bishops declare when they exercise the 
authentic magisterium, even if they do not intend to 
proclaim them by a definitive act,’’ the profession 
concludes.
